Articles 
which chronicle status es in stations should 
go to Jerry Starr for use in “AM Switch” (and 
eventually in the Log), not to the publisher, as most 
articles which see print in DXN concern changes in 
the AM broadcast industry, rather than changes 
that affect just one station (so as a general rule, we 
don’t use nor shortwave articles; send these to

AZ. Bob Karchevski reports that One-On-One Sports station 950 WIDB-IL will carry several 
Chicago White Sox games throughout the season. The broadcast will include pre-game coverage, 
live play-by-play and post game reports. I assume that these broadcasts will occur when the 
Chicago Bulls broadcasts are on 1000 WMVP-IL. 

I have checked 
the flagship list with that in the March 30, 1998 issue of "Broadcasting and Cable”. There was no 
mention in that magazine of CBS Radio broadcasting MLB games, and the CBS web site has an old 
network list.
